Close escape as falling banner pulls debris onto High St 


BRICKS rained onto New¬ 
market High Street - injuring 
a woman - after they were 
pulled from a wall by a falling 
banner. 

Chloe Cotton, 19, from Brandon, 
suffered grazing to her ankles and 
bruising after part of the wall 
crashed to the pavement at about 
2pm on Saturday. 

Cables from the July Festival 
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banner hit the bonnet and side of 
Thomas and Ann Axon’s VW Passat 
while they had stopped at traffic 
lights and a fixing connecting the 
advertisement to the wall landed 
next to their car. 

Mr Axon, 72, from Amp thill in 
Bedfordshire, said: “We were parked 
there waiting for the lights to change; 
we had actually just commented 


very favourably on Newmarket, 
which we had never been through. 
We thought this is a nice little town. 
There we were, staring at a traffic 
light when a hell of a bang occurred, 
rather like something had fallen out 
of the sky.” 

Mr Axon said: “Everybody got 
away with it, except the lady who 
has got scratches. Our car is very 
scratched but it’s insured. We would 
always prefer not to have had the 


hassle but the point is nobody died - 
nobody was really seriously hurt.” 

Mrs Axon, 70, said: “I felt sorry for 
the young lady who had her leg 
scratched - fortunately that was all. 
We will get the car sorted. I’m just 
thankful nobody was hurt more than 
that.” 

She said people had rushed out of 
a nearby bar to help after the 
accident and cleared the road of

“It is important people 
understand how the GP out-of- 
hours service works and the 
changes which are taking place 
within it. Our staff will be on 
hand to answer questions and 
will welcome feedback on the 
service.” 

News that a meeting was to 
be held was welcomed by town 
councillors, who, along with 


THE out-of-hours doctors 
service in Suffolk has been 
described as good overall by 
the chairman of the committee 
to decide on its future.

Lambton victorious 
in battle to be mayor 


THE councillor hoping to develop playing 
fields in Newmarket has won the town’s 
mayoral election by three votes - after a 
challenge from the chairman of Save 
Historic Newmarket. 

Cllr George Lambton secured 10 
votes to Cllr Rachel Hood’s seven 
with one abstention during the 
election at a meeting of Newmarket’s 
full council on Monday. 

Cllr Jacko Fanshawe said voting for 
Cllr Lambton amounted to backing 
his plans to change the use of the 
George Lambton Playing Fields. 

Speaking at the meeting, she said: “To 
support Cllr Lambton is telling the 
residents of Newmarket that we want 
to take this land away from them.” 

The development proposals include 
a Sainsbury’s supermarket, a cinema, 
shops, restaurants and houses. The 
green space and facilities lost would 
be replaced elsewhere in Newmarket. 

Cllr Hood said she was “absolutely, 
passionately committed to New¬ 
market” and was especially keen 
residents should be able to keep their 
recreation and green space. 

She said: “I’m not of the view that 
it’s acceptable to build on land that 
has been leased to the district council 
for another 60 years. I think it’s very 
important to stand up for what’s right.” 

Cllr Lambton said he was aware some people 
felt his interest in the development proposal 
would “bring the council’s reputation into 
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disrepute” if he was elected. But he said he was 
“acutely aware” of the need to declare an interest 
in any matters connected to it. 

He said: “There is a tremendous 
amount of work and activity that this 
council is engaged in, almost all of it 
in fact which has absolutely nothing 
to do with this development proposal 
and consequently I have no 
hesitation in saying that I will be able 
to perform the duties required of me 
to the best of my ability and without 
hindrance.” 

Speaking to the News after the 
meeting, Cllr Lambton - trustee and 
grandson of the George Lambton the 
fields are named after - said he was 
looking forward to meeting all the 
groups involved in different activities 
in the town. 

He said: “I would like to assure 
residents of Newmarket that my 
involvement in the development will 
have absolutely no impact 
whatsoever on my ability to carry out 
the duties of town mayor. 

“There are a lot of very experienced 
councillors in the town who would 
come down on me like a tonne of 
bricks if they felt that in carrying out 
my role I was being in any way 
influenced by the connection with my 
development.” 

Cllr Geoffrey Jaggard won the deputy mayoral 
election 11 votes to seven against Cllr Hood.

Appeal to save 
finance service 


A CAMPAIGN has been 
launched to save a community 
finance scheme in Newmarket 
which is threatened by a 
volunteer shortage. 

Richard Howitt, who represents 
Suffolk in the European Parliament, 
kick-started the bid to save the 
Ipswich and Suffolk Credit Union 
collection point in the town on Friday. 

The point at the community suite in 
Brough Scott House could face 
closure if it does not secure more 
help. 

Among the financial services 
offered by the not-for-profit credit 
union are loans at reasonable rates to 
those who would struggle to get credit 
on the High Street and who could fall 
prey to loan sharks. 

Mr Howitt started the campaign 
with supporters of the scheme from 
Orbit East, the owners of Brough Scott 
House, just before the weekly 
collection session. 

The MEP said: “A minimum of two 
volunteers are needed to run a 
collection session to ensure the 
proper handling of cash deposits and 
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to minimise disputes. 

“The service is struggling to find 
those volunteers.” 

He said those with bad credit 
ratings are among the people who can 
benefit from the scheme. 

He said: “It is a community-based 
organisation which can help people 
open savings accounts and lend 
money to people who may not be able 
to access high-street finance, 
including those with poor credit 
histories. 

“Its services include loans at better 
rates than the current spate of 
doorstep and internet providers, pre¬ 
paid debit cards and a savings and 
loan plan for those on child benefit.” 

Orbit East is offering a £20 starter 
bonus to their residents who open an 
account with the Ipswich and Suffolk 
Credit Union.

Man stole from his 
mum to repay debt 


A MAN who stole from his 
mother to repay a drug 
debt has avoided prison. 

Steven Hall, 30, took a 
television set which had been a 
wedding anniversary present 
from his mother’s home in 
Emmanuel Close, Mildenhall. 

At Ipswich Crown Court on 
Monday, Michael Crimp, 
prosecuting, said police had 
arrested Hall and released him 
on bail on the condition he 
made no contact with his 
mother but he had written her a 
letter. 

The court heard Hall’s mother 
had been left frightened by the 
theft and wanted nothing more 
to do with her son. It heard she 
was being treated for anxiety 
and depression and had 
changed all the locks on her 
doors. 

The crime committed on

January 9 meant Hall, of St 
John’s Close, Mildenhall, was in 
breach of a conditional 
discharge imposed by mag¬ 
istrates in Peterborough last 
year for theft from a shop, the 
court was told. 

Greg Perrins, mitigating, said 
Hall found it difficult to 
understand why his mother 
wanted no more contact with 
him and it had caused him 
great upset. Mr Perrins said: 
“She has effectively disowned 
him.” 

The court heard Hall had a 
history of drug use which began 
when he was 19 but he was 
now taking a drug substitute 
and was motivated to co¬ 
operate with efforts to help him. 

Mr Perrins said: “His offen¬ 
ding lies with his drug problem. 
Although at the time he wasn’t 


using illegal drugs, this was an 
offence committed to pay back 
a debt from when he was in 
prison.” 

Hall had pleaded guilty at a 
previous hearing to an offence 
of theft from a dwelling. 

Sentencing him, Judge John 
Devaux told Hall: “It was a 
mean offence.” He said despite 
Hall’s extensive record of 
previous offences of dishonesty, 
he had taken into account his 
willingness to tackle his drug 
use. 

Hall was made the subject of 
a 12-month community order 
and told to comply with a six- 
month drug rehabilitation 
order. He was handed a 
restraining order which pro¬ 
hibits him from contacting his 
mother indefinitely. 

Hall was ordered to pay £169 
compensation for the stolen 
television set.

Situated 10 miles to the north-east 
of Cambridge and around four miles 
from Newmarket, and sitting alongside 
the peaceful Fens, the village is kept 
from saturation by man-made 
waterways such as Burwell Lode. 

Flint tools have been discovered in 
the area, suggesting human activity 
since prehistoric times. The formation 
of rich peat in the fenland has led to 
the preservation of several prehistoric 
sites around the village. 

The name 'Burwell' dates from the 
Anglo Saxon era, and means a spring 
located next to a fort or castle. 

There is also evidence of a Roman 
settlement, discovered near St Mary's 
Church, and pottery, vessels and coins 
have all been found in the area. 

The village has an unfinished castle, 
the final wall of which was knocked 
down in the 1930s by firemen testing 
a new hose. 

However, the moat is still clearly 
visible. It is believed to have been built 
in the 12th century by King Stephen, 
to protect himself from attack by 


Geoffrey de Mandeville who had 
created a base in Ely. 

Burwell has its own area of 
woodland: Priory Wood, which is 
owned by the Woodland Trust, and 
was planted in 1998. 

It also boasts a museum detailing 
the village's history, which was opened 
in 1992. Its neighbouring Grade II 
listed windmill, Stephen's Mill, is also 
part of the museum and has recently 
submitted an application for funding 
to the Heritage Lottery Fund.

A PHYSIOTHERAPIST who has worked 
for Newmarket’s British Racing School 
is preparing to treat world-class sporting 
heroes after being selected to work at 
the London Olympic Games. 

With masses of experience treating 
injured jockeys, ice hockey 
players and Gaelic 
footballers, Kevin Hunt will 
be turning his hand to horse 
riders as he joins a team of 
other specialists to treat 
competitors at the 
equestrian events of the 
Games at Greenwich Park. 

The 35-year-old father-of- 
one, right, set up The 
Spinal Physiotherapy and 
Sports Medicine Clinic, in 
Cambridge’s Gilbert Road, 
seven years ago and said he 
is extremely excited at 
being given this opportunity. 

He said: “I am honoured to have been 
selected as a Games Maker and excited 
about contributing to what I am sure 
will be a hugely successful Olympics. 

“The Olympics is such a prolific event 
and it’s really nice to have been chosen 
to be involved in - it’s for reasons like 
this that I got in to physiotherapy. 

“I’ll be based with the equestrian 


teams on site for two weeks during the 
main Games. 

“I think I stood out because of my 
experience in the equestrian field 
working with jockeys all the time and 
I’m hoping my time spent treating 
jockeys and advising on 
injury management for the 
British Horseracing School in 
Newmarket will come in 
handy.” 

The Irish-born physio¬ 
therapist explained he worked 
in Ireland and Australia 
before settling in Cambridge 
to set up his own practice, at 
which he said he treats a 
range of people who are not 
just sportsmen, adding that 70 
per cent of the work he does 
is back and neck-related.

Nurse rapped for 
helping prisoner 


A PRISON nurse has 
received a caution after 
taking a day off to drive a 
“convicted fraudster” he 
had befriended almost 100 
miles to a probation hostel 
in Kent. 

David Carter appeared before 
the Nursing and Midwifery 
Council (NMC) charged with 
giving a patient his personal 
mobile number and taking a 
day off on March 16, 2010, to 
drive the patient to Fleming 
House Probation Hostel, in 
Maidstone, Kent, when he was 
released from a local prison. 

Carter, who was an agency 
nurse in the health care 
department at HMP Highpoint 
and HMP Whitemoor, near 
Huntingdon, at the time of the 
breaches and was involved in 
the prisoner’s care, admitted 
both charges.

A further charge, which 
involved him attempting to 
persuade the patient not to go to 
the hostel but to go to 
Cambridge with him, was 
dropped as there was insuff¬ 
icient evidence. 

David Bennett, representing 
Carter, told the NMC panel at a 
hearing last week that the 
patient was a “convicted 
fraudster who was known for 
his evasive nature” so he could 
have made a story up relating to 
the third charge. 

He said when patient A was 
inducted into the hostel he 
stated that his next of kin was 
his partner whose name was 
“David Charles” and who was a 
doctor, and that Carter 
recognised that his actions fell 
short of the standards expected 
of him as a registered nurse. 


At the hearing, Carter said he 
felt uncomfortable about taking 
patient A to the probation 
hostel but that he felt 
“obligated” after agreeing to do 
so. After taking the prisoner to 
the hostel as agreed, Carter 
waited for the patient and drove 
him to his brother’s house. 

However, NMC case pres¬ 
enter, Rachna Gokani, said that 
Carter’s actions took place over 
a period of time and were not a 
single lapse of judgement. 

The NMC panel noted and 
Lesley White, panel chair, said: 
“Mr Carter chose to conceal his 
actions over a period of about 
four months which the panel 
concluded demonstrated a lack 
of integrity on the part of Mr 
Carter.” 

The panel concluded that 
Carter’s action brought the 
reputation of the profession into 
disrepute and gave him a three- 
year caution order.

Whistle Down the Wind, Nomads, 
Kings Theatre, Newmarket until June 2 
Review by Jancis Harvey 


HE Lloyd Webber musical Whistle 
Down the Wind was released 
earlier this year for the UK and 
Ireland amateur stage - and Nomads are 
the first amateur company to present this 
legendary show since its release. 

The production team have worked tirelessly 
in preparing the show for the stage, following 
the contract, and the premiere was staged this 
week at The Kings Theatre in Newmarket. It is 
a double whammy, in that Newmarket's own, 
brilliant artist, Jacquie Jones, has designed and 
painted the back-drop of the Louisiana 
landscape. 

With music by Lloyd Webber and lyrics by 
Jim Steinman, this production is a huge 
undertaking with countless scenes and musical 
numbers, assisted in no small way by the 
"moveable barn". With Gail Baker as director, 
Jessica Clifford as choreographer and musical 
direction by Simon Pearce, the scene is set in 


America's Deep South, around the 1950s, and 
concerns the discovery of a wounded fugitive 
in a barn. 

The Man, as he is called, is discovered by 
three children who are convinced that he is 
Jesus. In the harsh Louisiana world with its 
dark, religious rituals, bigotry and prejudice, 
with an escaped prisoner on the run, the story 
is a dark one, lightened by the music of the 
show, and by the illuminated choruses of the 
children. 

The dark and light are so effective in such 
numbers as No Matter What, countered by 
The Outrage - and the compelling and angelic 
When Children Rule the World. 


What a treat to have Ebony Chamberlain- 
King as Swallow. Ebony "lives" this part; the 
production is richer for her presence. She also 
gives us some brilliant numbers, Whistle Down 
the Wind, I Always Prayed, There's a Prayer. 

Together with Andy Ward as The Man, there 
are some superb musical couplings, with Try 
Not to be Afraid, and The Nature of the Beast. 
Andy Ward is the ultimate as the almost 
Christ-like figure of the fugitive, and his 
rapport with the children is wonderful. His 
voice is so naturally inspired, and just to 
mention two of his numbers: Soliloquy and 
Annie Christmas. 

The rest of the company shine through with 


some great music and dance routines, and 
Rosmy Cesaro and Tom Bunting as Candy and 
Amos are a powerful duo. There is a cameo 
part for Alan Coogan as Snake Preacher, along 
with Jamie Maguire as Sheriff, Liam Corbett as 
Earl, Colin Scott as the bigoted Edward. Chris 
Day is The Minister of this Bible Bashing 
Church, with Alex Alvarez Cubitt as The 
Deputy. 

Extra credit should go to Paul Bushell for 
stage-managing this production, along with 
the brilliant musicians in Simon Pearce's team, 
who coped incredibly with Lloyd Webber's 
musical challenge, in particular, Kerry La Porte 
and Mark Checkley on keyboards; Adam 
Chinery and Emma Barnes on guitars, and 
Andy Clifton on drums. 

I challenge anyone not to have the music of 
No Matter What going round in their brain for 
the following 24 hours, along with the tingle 
factor you get for the standing ovation for 
Andy Ward and Ebony Chamberlain-King.

Plant lavender - you 
know it makes scents 


F OR centuries, lavender 
has been used for 
domestic purposes in 
soaps, teas, herbal remedies, 
bath water and even in 
cooking. 

But nowhere is it more at 
home than in the garden, to be 
admired as a low-growing hedge, 
fringing a herb garden or simply 
standing alone in pots in a 
contemporary setting. 

Lavender hedges used to serve 
as a form of clothes line, as newly 
washed items were placed over 
the bushes to dry, becoming 
impregnated with the scent of 
lavender oil in the process. 

And while the trademark 
colour of lavender is blue, it 
actually comes in many different 
hues, from deep purple to white, 
creating a mood of subtle 
sophistication while adding 
architecture and intense 
fragrance to a garden. 

A native of the Mediterranean, 
the wonderful thing about 
lavender is that it will cope with 
exposed, sunny open positions 
and the healthiest plants are 
often those found growing in the

most inhospitable position. 

It's happy in not particularly 
fertile soil and will withstand a lot 
of neglect. 

Lavender makes a cheaper 
and some would say prettier 
alternative to box hedging in a 
sunny spot in well-drained soil. 
Don't allow it to sit in water in 
the shade for any length of time 
or it will sulk. 

It looks great as a low-growing 
hedge fringing front garden paths 
or steps, as visitors brushing 
against its aromatic foliage help to 
release its fragrance. 

It will even do well in a 
window box, attracting 
honeybees seeking out the nectar 
and pollen. 

In garden centres you're likely 
to come across L. angustifolia, 


otherwise known as common or 
English lavender, which grows to 
around 90cm (3ft), bearing 
mauve flower spikes. 

Other common varieties 
include 'Hidcote', which has 
dark purple flowers and narrow 
green leaves, and 'Munstead', a 
paler blue type which is great for 



There are many other taller 
versions which produce stunning 
displays and are a magnet for 
beneficial insects. The silvery 
foliage also provides much- 
needed winter colour. 

If you have raised areas, as I 
do, it may be worth opting for a 
smaller variety such as Lavandula 
'Little Lady' (height and spread 
30cm), which produces masses 
of sky blue flowers all summer. 

Other varieties are more 
tender, such as L pinnata, also 
known as fern leaf lavender, 
which produces strong blue 
flowers with a hint of purple and 
can be treated as a bedding 
plant, planted in the border in 
late spring, which it quickly fills 
out to form a small foliage plant. 

It flowers from early summer until 


autumn and can be discarded 
once the frost kills it. 

Of course, no lavender 
aficionado could be without 
French lavender, L. stoechas, 
with its light purple bracts on the 
tips of the flower spikes, which 
comes into its own slightly earlier 
than common lavender and 
looks brilliant in terracotta pots. 

This type, however, will need 
shelter in a cold winter, either 
under a porch or in a cool, light 
room. 

As well as needing sunshine, 
lavender needs good drainage 
and alkaline soil, so add some 
lime if your soil is acid, to raise 
the pH. Mulching around the the 
root system will help maintain 
moisture levels in the soil. 

To keep lavender looking 
good it needs pruning 
immediately after flowering or in 
early or mid-spring. Use garden 
shears to trim back the old 
flowered shoots but do not cut 
into old wood as it will not 
produce new shoots. 

If you don't prune every year, 
the plant will become woody and 
unsightly and you'll need to 
replace it sooner rather than later.

PRICING for the sixth 
generation of the world's most 
iconic roadster, the new SL- 
Class Roadster has now been 
confirmed. 

The SL 350 is priced at 
£72,495 and the SL 500 will 
cost £83,445 and both models 
will go on sale next month, 
followed by the SL 63 AMG 
and the SL 65 AMG later in 
the year. 

Lighter, leaner, sportier and 
more efficient, the new SL is 
built almost entirely of 
aluminium and powered by 
Mercedes-Benz BlueDIRECT 
direct-injection engines which 
have improved fuel efficiency 
and reduced emissions by up 
to 30 per cent compared with 
the previous model, while 
delivering even more perform¬ 
ance. 


The SL 350 is powered by a 
BlueDIRECT 3.5-litre V6 
engine. This direct injection 
3,498cc power plant is 30 per 
cent more economical than 
before, yet with 306bhp at 
6,500rpm and 370Nm of 
torque at 3,500-5,250rpm it 
also delivers sharper per¬ 
formance, accelerating the 
two-seater to 62mph in 5.9 


seconds and on to a 155mph 
electronically limited top 
speed. 

This thrilling performance is 
complemented by excellent 
combined economy of 
37.7mpg and C02 emissions 
of 176g/km. 

Performance and economy 
figures for the SL 500 are 
equally impressive. 


AS many as a third of 
drivers intend to use 
their cars for part of their 
journey to an Olympic 
event this summer, 
according to an 
AA/Populus survey. 

But motorists are 
realistic about transport 
usage during the Games, 
with only 4 per cent 
expecting to find parking 
at their venue, the poll of 
20,161 AA members 
found. 

While 34 per cent of 
those AA members with 
tickets to the Olympics 
plan to go by car for 
some of the way, 30 per 
cent are still undecided 
on their travel plans. 

The survey showed that 
41 per cent of AA 
members were looking 
forward to the Games, 
despite 55 per cent 
expecting difficult traffic 
around London during 
the Olympics. 

While last December a 
third of Londoners told a 
YouGov survey they were 
going to escape the 


Games, the AA/Populus 
survey showed that only 
12 per cent will leave the 
capital for at least some 
of the event. 

Perhaps predictably, 
London AA members 
were most likely to be 
attending an event (16 
per cent), with South 
East England and East 
Anglia (both 10 per cent) 
taking advantage of their 
closeness to the capital. 
Motorists from the West 
Midlands will be well 
represented at events 
with 

9 per cent going, 
compared to 7 per cent 
of East Midlanders. 

Only 3 per cent in both 
Scotland and Northern 
Ireland said they were 
going to make the trip. 

AA president Edmund 
King said: “Most drivers 
seem realistic that they 
will not be able to drive 
and park at most 
Olympic venues. The 
third of people without 
travel plans need to start 
thinking how they will get 


to the games. 

“People know public 
transport will play a 
major role in getting to 
the venues although just 
over a third will be using 
their cars for part of the 
journey. 

“With only 12 per cent of 
Londoners leaving town, 
people will need to take 
into account just how 
busy it’s going to be 
getting to the venues.” 
The Games’ director of 
transport, Hugh Sumner, 
said: “London 2012 is a 
public transport Games 
and we are committed to 
getting all spectators to 
their events by rail, on 
coaches and buses, and 
by walking and cycling. 
More than £6.5 billion 
has been invested to 
increase capacity and 
improve public transport 
across the UK. 

“We welcome the clear 
message to drivers from 
the AA that provision for 
parking at or near 
venues will be very 
limited.”

Airbag that saves 
pedestrians' lives 


THE world's first pedes¬ 
trian airbag fitted as 
standard on the all-new 
Volvo V40 is the next step 
towards the manu¬ 
facturer's target that no- 
one should be killed or 
injured in a new Volvo by 
2020 . 

The revolutionary new 
airbag is launched one year 
after Volvo, as a strategic 
partner of the Parliamentary 
Advisory Council for Transport 
Safety (PACTS), joined road 
safety experts and MPs to set 
the blueprint in the UK for 
safer roads over the next 10 
years with the launch of the 
United Nations Decade of 
Action for Road Safety. 

Volvo's new Pedestrian 
Airbag will go some way to 


help further reduce the 
number of fatalities involving 
pedestrians, currently 14 per 
cent in Europe and 25 per 
cent in China. 

Every year, 1.3 million 
people are killed on the world's 
roads with 24,510 killed or 
seriously injured in the UK. 

For Volvo, safety has been a 
key priority for 85 years and 
the firm states: "By 2020, 
nobody shall be seriously 
injured or killed in a new 
Volvo." 

To contribute towards that 
aim, it has fitted technology 
including Pedestrian Detec¬ 
tion, City Safety and the 
Pedestrian Airbag. 

The Pedestrian Airbag 
technology was a world 
breakthrough when the all- 
new Volvo V40 was launched 
in Geneva earlier this year and 


will to be fitted as standard to 
all specifications. The system is 
active at speeds between 12 
and 30mph. Three-quarters of 
all accidents involving pedes¬ 
trians take place at up to 
25mph. 

The most serious head 
injuries involving pedestrians 
and cars are caused by the 
hard structure under the 
bonnet, the windscreen's 
lower edge and the A-pillars. 
These were the main areas 
that Volvo Car Corporation 
looked at when starting 
development of its Pedestrian 
Airbag Technology. 

Seven sensors embedded in 
the front of the car transmit 
signals to a control unit. When 
the car comes into contact 
with an object, the signals 
change. The control unit 
evaluates the signals and if it 


registers what it interprets as a 
human leg the pedestrian 
airbag is deployed. 

The bonnet hinges are each 
equipped with pyrotechnic 
release mechanisms which, 
when the system is activated, 
pull out a pin and release the 
rear of the bonnet panel. At 
the same time, the airbag 
(consisting of a sack and a gas 
hybrid generator) starts filling 
with gas, which only takes a 
few milliseconds. 

During the inflation se¬ 
quence the airbag raises the 
bonnet by 10 centimetres and 
stays in the raised position. 

The added gap between the 
bonnet and the hard com¬ 
ponents in the engine 
compartment gives space for 
the bonnet to deform, creating 
a dampening effect when it is 
hit by a pedestrian.

The pair are unbeaten in 31 
races and Black Caviar arrives 
in Britain next month for a 
run at Royal Ascot. 

However, the Aussie sprint 
star - also pencilled in for the 
Darley July Cup at 
Newmarket - has not been 
entered for the Goodwood 
race and trainer Peter 
Moody's racing manager Jeff 
O'Connor, said: "We do not
